In .San 
hrancisco there has heen no de¬ 
nial ol .idmission ol Japanese to 
the puhlic schools. J.il>anese are 
tree to enter the puhlic schools, 
hut separate schools have hi'en 
provided lor the Japanese lor the 
reason that the Japanese pupils 
are mostly adult males. This is a 
local rerpilalion made lor the (.jood 
and efiiciency ol the school sys¬ 
tem. with rei^ard to the hest inter¬ 
est ot all inipils, J apauese, loreiyn 
.mil native horn. 

This question will he thoroiq^dily 
threshed out in the present ses- 
sioti ot t'oimress, and when the 
tacts are all lu'esented and m.ide 
known, 1‘resident Roosevelt will, 
we venture to predict, he loimd 
on the side ot reason .ind rii.tht.
